BY INTERNAL STRIFE

Anarchistic Conditions in 
Various Parts of Country.

New York, January 14.—(By Asso- 
ciated. Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.j—Although there ts still talk 


in unofficial quarters of the possibility 
of a final break in the peace negotia- 
tions between the central powers and 
the Bolsheviki, the armistice evidently 
has been extended to February 18 and 
it is reported that the pour parlers will 
be transferred shortly from Brest- 
Litovsk to Warsaw. 

Late advices indicate that there was 
considerable haggling between the op- 
posing delegates at Brest-Litovak the 
latter. part’ of last week over territorial 
questions and the fixing of a clause 
in the proposed treaty regarding peace 
between the belligerents, Trotzky, the 
Bolshevik foreign minister, as in the 
previous deliberations, proved recal- 
eitrant with regard to the German 
4 “that the contracting parties 
habe resolved henceforth to live in 
peace and friendship,” declared that it 
Is a “decorative phrase” and did not 
describe what the future relations be- 


tween the Russian and German peoples 
would be. 


INTERNAL STRIFE 
TEARING RUSSIA. 


Internal strife continues in various 
Parts of Russia. Bolshevik troops are 
reported to have cleared General Kale- 
dines’ Cossacks from the Don river 
basin and to have captured Ekaterino- 
Slav. Following previous reports of a 
mutiny of sailors at Sebastopol, where 
sixty-two officers, among them four 
admirals, were killed, Russian soldters 
wre declared to have looted the town 
of Kilia and in fighting with the 
Ukrainians to havp forced the second 
Ukrainian regiment to surrender and 
lay down 7,000 rifles and thirteen ma- 
chine guns. 

The Petrograd garrison also Appa- 
rently is out of hand, idle soldiers 
having been reported as going into the 
provinces and taking food from the in- 
habitants and bringing it back to the 
capital and selling it at exorbitant 
prices, 

The social revolutionary members of 
the constituent assembly in Russia are 
opposed to a general peace at Russia’s 
expense and declare that the Bolshe- 
viki are “usurpers of power, who have 
precipitated the country into an abyss 
of civil war and anarchy.” 

Speculation is rife concerning the 
conferences that are being held in Ber- 
lin between the military and political 
leaders, in which Emperor William and 
the crown prince also have partici- 
pated. “A death struggle is now pro- 
ceeding between the Reichstag peace 
majority and the military annexation- 
ist party,” says a Bavarian newspaper, 
which adds that it does not know which 
side the government will support and 
that Egyptian darkness “enshrouds the 
natign’s*peace terms.”

RUMANIA’S FEAR OF 

RIUSSIAN INVASION. 

Rumania had followed in the path 
of Austro-Hungarian politics, spite 
the Romanesque sympathies of itt pop- 
ulation, especially in the cities. This 
was due not so much to dynastic causes, 
to the fact that a Hohenzollen prince 
occupied the throne, as to the imminent 
danger of a Russian invasion. In 
1879 the Russian czar, as thanks for 
Rumanla's support in the Russo-Turk- 
ish war of “liberation,” cut off a slice 
of Rumanian territory, the province of 
Bessarabia. This eloquent deed pro- 
vided a sufficient backing to the dynas- 
tic sympathies: of the Hohenzollern in 
Bucharest. But the Magyar-Hapsburg 
clique succeeded in incensing the Ru- 
manian people against them by their 
denationalizing policy in Transylvania, 
which has a population of three mil- 
lion Rumanians as against three- 
fourths of a million in the Russian 
province of Bessarabia; and they fur- 
ther antagonized them by their inter- 
ests of the large Austro-Hungarian 
landowners. So that Rumania’s en- 
trance into the war on the side of the

Cut 
up by artificial ethnographical doun- 
‘daries, placed under the control of im- 
ported dynasties from German nur- 
series, bound hand and foot by the 
intrigues of the great powers, the peo- 
ples of the Balkans could not cease 
their efforts for further national free- 
dom and unity. The national politics 
of independent Bulgaria was naturally 
directed towards Macedonia, populated 
by Bulgartans. The Berlin congress 
had left it under Turkish rule. On the 
other hand, Serbia had practically noth- 
ing to look for in Turkey with the ex- 
ception of the little strip of land, the 
sandbag Novy Bazar. Ita national in- 
terests lay on the other side of the 
Austro-Hungarian boundary, in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, Croatia, Slavonia and Dal- 
matia. Rumania had no interests in 
the south, where it is agparated from 
European Turkey by Serbia and Bul- 
garia. Rumania’s expansion policy 
was directed towards the northwest 
and east, towards Hungarian Transyl- 
vania and Russian Bessarabia. Finally, 
the national expansion of Greece, like 
that of Bulgaria, collided with Tur- 
key. x 
BALKAN DEVELOPMENT BALKS 
AUSTRO-GERMAN PLANS. 

Austro-German politics, aiming at the 
artificial preservation of European 
Turkey, broke down not on account 
of the diplomatic intrigues of Russia, 
although these of course were not lack- 
ing. It broke down because of the 
inevitable course of evolution. The 
Balkan peninsula had entered on the 
path of capitalist development, and it 
was this fact that raised the question 
of the self-determination of the Bal- 
kan peoples as national states to the 
historical issue of the dav, 

The Balkan war. disposed of Euro- 
pean Turkey, and thereby created the 
conditions necessary for the solution 
of the Bulgarian and Greek questions. 
But Serbia and Rumania, whose na- 
tional completion could only be achiev- 
ed at the expense of Austria-Hungary, 
found themselves checked in their ef- 
forts at expansion southwards, and 
were compensated at the expense of 
what racially belonged to Bulgaria— 
Serbia in Macedonia, and Rumania in 
Dobrudja. This is the meaning of the 
second Balkan war and the peace of 
Bucharest by which it was concluded. 

The Mere existence of Austria-Hun- 
gary, this Turkey of middle Burope, 
blocks the way to the natural self- 
determination of the peoples of the 
southeast. It compels them to keep 
constantly fighting against each other, 
to seek support against each other 
from the outside, and so makes them 
the tool pf the political combinations 
of the ee powers. It was only in 
such chaos that czaristic diplomacy 
was enabled to spin the web of its 
Balkan politics, the last thread of 
which was Constantinople. And only 
a federation of the Balkan states, both

war, but for the European revolution. 
WAR GIVES TO SOCIAL 
DEMOCRACY A CHANCE. ‘ 

But now that the war has destroyed 
the equilibrium of the whole of Eu- 
rope, and the predatory powers are 
seeking to remodel the map of Europe 
—not on the basis of national demo- 
cratic principles, but of military 
strength—the social democracy must 
come to a clear comprehension of the 
fact that one of the chief obstacles to 
freedom, peace and progress, in addi- 
tion to czarism and German militarism, 
is the Hapsburg monarchy as a state 
organiaztion. The crime of the Gall- 
cian socialist group under Daszynsk!i 
consisted not only in placing the Po- 
lish cause above the cause of social- 
ism, but also in linking the fate of 
Poland with the fate of the Austro- 
Hungarian armies and the fate of the 
Hapsburg monarchy. 

The socialist proletariat of Europe 
cannot adopt such a solution of the 
question. For us the question of unit- 
ed and independent Poland is on a 
par with the question of united and 
independent Serbia. We cannot and 
we will not permit the Polish ques- 
tioh to be solved by methods which 
will perpetuate the chaos at present 
prevailing in southeastern Europe; in 
fact, through the whole of Europe. For 
us socialists the. independence of Po- 
land means its independence on both 
fronts, on the Romanoff front and on 
the Hapsburg front. We not only wish 
the Polish people to be free from the 
oppression of czarism. We wish also 
that the fate of the Serblan people 
shall not be dependent upon the Polish 
nobility in Galicia. 

For the present we need not con- 
sider what the relations of an inde- 
pendent Poland will be 
Hungary and the Balkan federation. ' 
But it is perfectly clear that a complex 
of medium-sized and small states on 
the Danube and in the Balkan penin- 
sula will constitute a far more effec- 
tive bar to the czaristic designs on 
Europe than the weak, chaotic Austro- 
Hungarian state, which proves its right 
to existence only by its continued at- 
tempts upon the peace of Europe. 

In the article of 1853, quoted above, 
Marx wrote as follows on the eastern 
question: 

TURKEY IN EUROPE 
ALWAYS A PROBLEM. 

“We have seen that the statesmen 
of Europe, in their obdurate stupidity, 
petrified routine, and hereditary in- 
tellectual indolence, recoil from every 
attempt at answering the question of 
what is to become of Turkey in Eu- 
rope. The driving force that favors 
Russia’s advance towards Constanti- 
nople is the very means by which it 
is thought to keep her away from it, 
the empty theory. never carried out, 
of maintaining the status quo. What 
is this status quo? For the Christian 
subjects of the Porte it means nothing 
else than the perpetuation of their 
oppression by Turkey. As long as 
they are under the yoke of the Turkish 
rule, they look upon the head of the 
Greek church, the ruler of 60,000,000 
Greek Church Christians, as their nat- 
ural protector and liberator.” 

What is here said of Turkey now 
applies in a still greater degree to 
Austria-Hungary. The solution of the 
Balkan question is unthinkable without 
the solution of the Austro-Hungarian 
question, as they are both comprised in 
one and the same formula—the demo- 
cratic federation of the Danube and 
Balkan nations 

“The governments with 
fashioned diplomacy,” wrote Marx, 
“will never solve the difficulty. Like 
the solution of so many other prob- 
lems, the Turkish problem, too, is re- 
served for the European revolution.” 
This statement holds just as good to- 
day as when it was first written. But 
for the revolution to solve the diffi- 
culties that have piled up in the course 
of centuries, the proletariat must have 
its own program for the solution of 
the Austro-Hungarain question. And 
this program it must oppose just as 
strenuously to the czaristic greed of 
conquest as to the cowardly and con- 
servativt efforts to maintain the Aus- 
tro-Hungarain status quo.

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PUT THE RIVERS TO WORK. 


Getting back of immediate circumstances 
and conditions, the vast amount of loss and 
suffering occasioned by the nation-wide coal 
shortage and cold weather has been due 
fundamentally to the wastage of the poten- 
tial forces of the country’s rivers for lack of 
development. Hence, at the bottom of it 


all, the national government is to blame. 

The happenings of the last few weeks, 

and especially of the last few days, force- 
fully calls attention to the fact that it is an 
economic crime for this country not to be 
‘using every available horse-power unit of 
‘hydro-electric energy that is daily running 
to waste, while folks are freezing and suffer- 
ing needless exposure for the lack of fuel 
‘with which to keep themselves warm and 
‘healthful and happy. 
Under conditions as they are, it is neces- 
sary that the country’s industries be kept 
going; and to keep them going requires coal 
—millions and millions of tons of it—and, 
therefore, a vast amount of coal that other- 
wise could have gone into home grates and 
heaters has had to go to industrial plants to 
keep up steam. 

But it is not only a matter of the amount 
of coal that has gone to run industrial plants 
themselves, and the cost of producing that 
coal; but to that must be added the tremen- 
dous loss in car space, locomotive employ- 
ment, motive power, yardage, wear and tear 
on railroad trackage and equipment entailed 
in transporting it from mine to factory. 
Every car, every locomotive, every employee, 
every ounce of coal used by coal-transport- 
ing engines, could have very profitably been 
otherwise employed. 

If all of the horse-power that is running 
to waste through the streams of the south- 
east—from the Potomac to the Mississippi 
river and south of the Ohio—were utilized in 
supplying power, enough hydro-electric en- 
ergy would be available from that source to 
run every Industria! plant within that terri- 
tory, to say nothing of electrically operating 
every train that runs on every railroad line 
within those states! 

If rivers of this territory were harnessed 
as they should be we would have thousands 
and thousands of cars and hundreds of loco- 
motives, now used in transporting hundreds 
of thousands of tons of coal, available to 
handle the general freight congestion. The 
proportionately small amount of coal re- 
quired for domestic purposes would scarcely 
be felt. 

Today hundreds of engines are drawing 
coal, to be shoveled into factory fire-boxes— 
where only a small percentage of its poten- 
tial energy is utilized. 

The water in our rivers, which is running 
listlessly into the sea, could just as well be 
doing this work, and doing it infinitely bet- 
ter, and more cheaply. And the saving in coal 
and transportation, and all the things that 
enter into their cost would be almost incal- 
culable. 

This waste of water power is an economic

I won- 
der if our city fathers would allow we 
folks who have large back yards to raise 
a hog? Of course, the pen should be a 
certain number of feet from the dwelling. 
The sanitary inspector has to visit yards 
and could see that the pens are kept 
clean. The acraps from the table and 
garden could feed the pig and raise from 
100 to 200 pounds of meat, in that way 
helping the government and soldiers. 
We are told daily to have meatiess days; 
why not allow us to help ourselves, 
thereby help others? Just think of the 
nice backbone bake or stew, and the 
Spare ribs, regardless of the lard we 
would have, all at such small cost, for 
what we would feed to the pig we send 
out im the sanitary cart daily.

Just as the city war-garden has helped, 
the pigpen in the back yard can become a 
money-maker for the household — and espe- 
cially in the suburbs. 

This means, of course, the well-kept pen, 
with the sanitary cement floor, which is 
never allowed to lack for proper attention, 
and where the raising of a hog would be 
little or no trouble, if ordinary care is exer- 
cised by the owner. The offensive part of 
a hogpen is not due to the hog — but to the 
neglect of the owner. 

A hog kept in a clean pen would be prac- 
tically all profit, for scraps from table and 
kitchen and waste from the backyard gar- 
den would be sufficient to feed and fat- 
ten it. ä 

While cities, generally, will not revok 
ordinances as to hog-raising in congested 
districts, it seems entirely reasonable that 
they should allow more latitude to the 
suburbanite, who would help home and the 
country in this way. 

In its advocacy of hog-raising campaigns 
An Georgia The Constitution has stressed the 
point that if a person has but an acre of 
land, a cow, a sheep, or a hog can be raised 
on it. 

And now is the time, not only to make 
the rural acres measure up, as far as pos- 
sible, to the needs of their owners, but to 
make the little backyard holding of the little 
city home a source of greater profit to the 
home table, 

And this can be done by raising what- 
ever stock can be raised there, and the pig 
in the home-pen is one way of getting 
around the prices of the profiteer! 

There is no forecasting what war- 
demands in the food supply line may be — 
not only as to our own nation, but because 
the world looks to us for its daily bread. 

And we must help in every way we can 
—by “making every edge cut!” 

That plan of helpfulness, great or small, 
will contribute its share to the winning of 
the war.

From the very start the Germans 
were well equipped with effective 
bombs and trained bomb-throwers, but 
the English army was as little prepar- 
ed in this important department of 
fighting as in many others. At bomb- 
ing school an old sergeant of the 
Grenadier guards, whom I had the good 
fortune to meet, told me of the dis- 
couragements this branch of the serv- 
ice suffered before they could meet the 
Germans on an equal footing.

each platoon to go to bombing school 
to learn the duties of a bomber and 
how to manufacture bombs. Non-com- 
missioned officers were generally select- 
ed for this course. After about two 
weeks at school they returned to their 
units in rest billets or in the fire 
trench as the case might be and got 
busy teaching their platoons how to 
make “jam tins.” 

Previously an order had been issued 
for all ranks to save empty jam tins 
for the manufacture of bombs. A pro- 
fessor of bombing would sit on the fire 
step in the front trench with the re- 
mainder of his section crowding around 
to see him work. 

On his left would be a pile of empty 
and rusty jam tins, while beside him 
on the fire step would be a miscel- 
laneous asortment of material used in 
the manufacture of the “jam tins.” 

Tommy would stoop down, get an 
empty “jam tin,“ take a handful of 
clayey mud from the parapet, and line 
the inside of the tin with this sub- 
stance. Then he would reach over, pick 
up his detonator and explosive, and 
insert them in the tin, the fuse pro- 
truding. On the fire step would be a 
pile of fragments of shell, shrapnel 
balis, bits of iron, nails, ete —anything 
that ‘was hard enough to send over to 
Fritz; he would scoop up a handful of 
this junk and put ſt in the bomb. Per- 
haps one of the platoon would ask him 
what he did this for, and he would ex- 
plain that when the bomb exploded 
these bits woud fly about and kill or 
wound any German hit by same; the 
questioner would immediately pull a 
button off his tunic and hand it to the 
bomb-maker with, Well, blime me. 
send this over as a souvenir,” or an- 
other Tommy would volunteer an old 
dutsy and broken jacknife; both would 
be accepted and inserted. 

Then the profesor would take another 
handful of mud and fill the tin, after 
which he would punch a hole in the lid 
of the tin and put it over the top of 
the bomb, the fuse sticking out. Then 
perhaps he would tightly wrap wire 
around the outside of the tin and the 
bomb wae ready to send over to Fritz 
with Tommys compliments. 

A piece of wood about 4 inches long 
and 2 inches wide had been issued. This 
was to be strapped on the left fore- 
arm by means of two leather straps 
and was like the side of a match box; 
it was called a “striker.” There was 
a tip like the head of a match on 
the fuse of the bomb. To ignite the 
fuse, you had to rub it on the “striker,” 
just the same as striking a match. The 
fuse was timed five seconds or longer. 
Some of the fuses issued in those days 
would burn down in a second or two, 
while others would “sizz’ for a week 
before exploding. Back in Blighty the 
munition worlers weren't quite up to 
snuff, the way they are now. If the 
fuse took a notion to burn 90 quickly,

“To all ranks inthe British army— 
after igniting the fuse and before 


throwing the jam tin bomb, count slow- 
ly one! two! three!” 

This in order to give the fuse time 
enough to burn down, so that the bomb 
would ‘explode before the Germans 
could throw it back. 

Tommy read the order—he reads them 
all, but after he ignited the fuse and 
it began to smoke—orders were for- 
gotten, and away she went in record 
time and back she came to the further 
discomfort of the thrower.

The total receipts for 1918 are esti- 
mated at $3,950,526.30 and the city's 
fixed expenses, as estimated by B. Gra- 
ham West, chief clerk to the city comp- 
troller, amount to $3,776,840.73. This 
will give the city $178,686.67 with 
which to make improvements during 
the year. 

The estimate of increased revenue is 
hased on a probable increase of $165,775 
in water receipts over last gee and 
ag increase of $102,185 in real and per- 
sénalty taxes. ; 

Other departments and the receipts 
anticipated from each, are as follows: 

Health af sanitation, including 
Grady hospital fees, $12,300; recorder’s 
court fines, 0,000; streets and high- 
ways, including the city’s permanent 
pavement assessment ills, $50,000; 
educational fund, includin the amount 
from the state of Georgia and non- 
residents tuition in public schools, 
$134,274.61; water receipts, $702,000; 
cyclorama receipts, $8,000; interest on 
taxes and cost of fees, marshal and 
police, $64,000. 

The anticipated receipts for the cur- 
rent year in most of these departments 
show increases of $1,000 or less, over 
the actual receipts in 1917.

Care of Cavalry and Draft Horses 


The following information concerning 
proper handling of horses, which was 


prepares by the Boston Work Horse Re- 
ief association, should be of interest 
to a large number of men at Camp Gor- 
don who are receiving their first train- 
ing in the care of horses: 

emember that t horse is an ex- 
tremely timid animal, and must be 
handled very gently, though firmly. 
Always speak.to the horse when ap- 
proaching him; take hold of his head- 
stall carefully, pat him on the neck, 
and draw his head slowly toward you. 
In tying him, be sure that the rope 
is not so long that he can get- his 
leg or foot over it, as painful wounds 
are often caused in that way. 

In entering a stall do not put your 
hand on the animal, as that might 
cause a vicious or stupid horse to kick, 
especially if you are a stranger to him, 
but tell him to “get over,” and then 
step in quickly on the left of the hogse. 


How to Lead Horse. 


In leading a horse, take a firm grip 
of his headstali or bridle with your 
right hand, hold the end of the halter 
rope in your left hand, and keep be- 
side him, not in front of him. If he 
rears or pulls back, you can let go of 
the headstall and hold him by the rope 
—not trying to struggle with him, 
keeping your face turned from the ani- 
mal, but stepping toward hima as he 

oes backward. He must move slowly 
2 going backward, and will soon tire 
of it. 

Do not mount a horse equipped with 
only a halter, and do not attempt to 
ride a strange horse unless he is bridled, 
and there is some one with you to 
hold him, and lead him about at first. 
You.may be willing to take a chance 
yourself, but a horse never forgets 
anything, and if he bolts or throws his 
rider once, he may do the same thing 
again at a critical moment. The prince 
2 lost his life because his 

orse would not stand to be mounted. 

The stomach of the horse is extreme- 
ly small, and therefore he should be 
watered at least three or four times a 
day, and if possible, should receive both 
hay and grain three times a day. The 
less work he does, the more important 
it is to give him hay often, because a 
hungry, idle horse is apt to take up 
some bad habit, such as biting, kick- 
ing, cribbing or weaving. 

the horse gnaws his manger or 
stall, it is certain that he needs salt, 
unless he is very hingrye Keep a lump 
ef salt always before him, if possible. 
Water First, Feed Aiterward. 

Horses should be watered first and 
fed afterward, and if possible watered 
again an hour or two after eating 
their grain. 

Never water or grain a horse that is 
much heated. To do that is likely to 
“founder” and go ruin him. 

Never give grain to a tired horse. Let 
him rest for an hour or two first, oth- 
erwise he is very likely to have indi- 
gestion and colic. More horses die from 
colic than anything else. 

Bring your horse into the stable or 
camp cool and breathing easily, if pos- 


spible. Nothing is worse for a horse than 


‘a chill after being heated. But if for 


Vany reason it is necessary to halt or 


encamp when your horse is sweating, 
then blanket him and walk him about, 
or put him in a sheltered spot and rub 
according to circumstances, A

Macon, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)— 
No trace has yet been found of the man 
who shot and seriously wounded G. E. 
Pitts, a taxicab driver on the Milledge- 
Ville road at the Jones county iine 
Saturday night, though the local au- 
thorities are looking for a man who 
registered at one of the local hotels 
as James St. John and who, it is 
claimed, did the shooting. 

Pitts was engaged Saturday night to 
carry the man to Milledgeville. When 
the car reached the Jones county line 
the passenger drew a pistol and shot 
the taxi driver through the lower part 


of the right jaw. The driver lost con- 
trol of the car and it ran into an em- 
bankment and was badly damaged. Ap- 
parently it was the object of the man 
to dispose of the driver and take the 
car on himself. He was dressed partly 
in a soldier’s uniform and partly in 
civil attire, and it is believed he was a 
deserter from Camp Wheeler, who was 
endeavoring to make his escape.

The transfer of approximately 1,300 
national army troops from Jeorgia. 
Alabama and Tennessee into the vari- 
ous organizations of the Eighty-second 
division, which has already begun and 
is scheduled to be completed in the 
course of a very short time. was an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon by offi- 
clais at division headquarters. 

Sixty southern soldiers have already 
been transferred from the casual de- 
tachment to the 307th Field Signal 
battalion, which organization is quar- 
tered at the southeastern end of the 
reservation. 

When this transfer is made the di- 
vision at Camp Gordon will be com- 
posed of men from practically all sec- 
tions of the country, and selectmen from 
the north and east, who were shifted 
to Camp Gordon several months ago 
from other cantonments, will be min- 
gled with men from the south over the 
entire camp. In addition there is a 
considerable sprinkling of men from 
the west who are mostly members of 
the 307th Field Signal battalion.

training battalions making up the cas- 
ual detachment, which was a part of 
the Depot brigade, and was in a meas- 
ure independent of the other organiza- 
tions of the division.

Interesting Information 


Survey at Gordon 
: 


Big Division Personnel Sur- 
vey Completed Mon 
and Officials Anno 
Prevailing Trades Repre- 
sented Among the Men. 


The gigantic task of making a thor- 
ough personnel survey of the members 
of the Eighty-second division and gath- 
ering data on every man in Camp Gor- 
don, which has been carried on by Cap- 
tain R. L. Boyd, assisted by a corps of 
85 officers and 25 enlisted men, was 
formally completed Monday morning, 
and officials were able for the first 
time to refer to exact statistics con- 
cerning the personne! of the camp. 

The personnel survey extended over 
a period of about two months and a 
separate office building for the work- 
ing force, together with constant ac- 
tivity upon the part of those engaged 
in it were necessary to complete the 
work in the length of time consumed. 

For reasons of military policy offi- 
| cials are unable to give any figures 
concerning the outcome of the survey 
of the division, but they have prepared 
for the public the following informa- 
tion which should be of interest to the 
soldiers of the camp: 

The personnel survey upon completion 
shows that there is a larger number of 
ordinary laborers in the Eighty-second 
division than men of any other trade. 
The laborers ran up into the thousands 
numerically. 

Men who were formerly employed 
as auto mechanics, workers and chauf- 
feurs came next in frequency. This 
class also ran up into the thousands. 
Tailorg and skilled mechanical work- 
ers came third with considerable fre- 
quency and cooks, bakers, butchers and 
others similarly employed came fourth 
in number. ; 

The following list of trades were 
represented next in order as shon by 
the personnel survey: Draftsmen, ac- 
countants, druggists, firemen, railroad 
men, musicians—ranging from drum- 
mers through pipe organists and com- 
posers—moving picture operators, 
painters, pipe fitters and plumbers, 
printers, sailors, surveyors, telegraph 
operators and workers—wireless and 
otherwise—telephone operators, jewel- 
ers, watch makers. 

The following were some of the very 
rarest trades that came to light through 
the personnel: Dogkeeper in the Italian 
army, kodak shutter maker, forrester, 
plano tuner, bird dealer, florist, lands 
scape gardner, Chinese interpreter, 
Greek army aviator, steeplejack, tea 
and coffee tester, diamond setter, Unit- 
ed States government moth killer. 

The personnel survey further shows 
that a good percentage of Camp Gor- 
don soldiers are students of high 
schools and colleges and have good 
educations. It is also easily seen that 
the division has splendid linguistic pos- 
sibilities because of the large percent 
of foreigners.

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New Plan for Handling Coal 
Will Go Into Effect Today 


The following ‘mew plan for handling 
the coal situation was formulated by 
E. M. Fisher, of the Southern Bell 
Telephone company, who has been req- 
uisitioned by the fuel administration 
to assist Henry B. Kennedy, This plan 
bears the approval of Mr. Kennedy and 


will be made effective commencing this 
morning: 


1. The fuel offices in the city 
hall will be opened for business at 
9 a. m. this morning and no one 
will be admitted before that hour. 

2. There. will be ten cashiers at 
the windows of e tax assessors’ 
office on the first floor of the city 
hall to receive pay for all coal or- 
dered by the public. 

3. Applicants for coal orders will 

enter the office through the For- 

syth street entrance. ach appli- 
cant should provide himself with 
one of the coal coupons clipped 
from The Constitution, filled out, 
showing his name, address and the 
number of persons in his family. 
This will facilitate the handling of 
orders. 

4. On receipt of an order card to 
be issued by clerks at the door, 
the customer will have his order 
taken at one of the ten windows 


and be given a receipt for the 
money he pays. 

5. There will be no further deal- 
ing between the consumer and the 
coal dealer. All orders for coal 
will be taken by the fuel adminis- 
trator and sent by him to a private 
room where a committee of coal 
dealers will receive the orders and 
arrange to send the coal from the 
nearest yard that has a supply. 
The preference of the customer for 
any particular dealer will not be 
taken into consideration. 

6. There is very little lump coal 
available. If a customer insists 
upon receiving lump coal to fill 
his order, the order will be placed 
with preceding orders for lump and 
the customer will have to await 
until a supply of lump can be found 
to fill his order and similar or- 
ders that were made prior to his. 

7. If a customer refuses the coal 
delivered at his house on account 
of the quality, he will have to take 
his turn at the bottom of the wait- 
ing list and may be supplied with 
the same grade or even an in- 
ferior grade the second time. 

8. Orders will be taken today as 
long as the fuel office is open, re- 
gardless of the amount of coal on 
hand. Deliveries will be made un- 
til a late hour at night and the or- 
ders left unfilled tonight will have 
preference Wednesday morning.

This new and radical system of hand- 
ling the coal situation in Atlanta was 
devised Monday following an unpre- 
cedented run on the city hall fuel 
office for fuel orders, 8 which 
1,133 people made application for coal 
slips between 8:30 a. m. and 12 o'clock 
noon. 

The coal dealers became so swamped 
with orders by noon that Henry B. 
Kennedy, fuel administrator, gave in- 
structions that no more orders be taken 
until today except on orders of physi- 
clans. This recess gave the dealers 
time to make deliveries to fill a ma- 
jority of the, orders, although there 
were hundreds of orders left over from 
Sunday that had to be filled before 
| work could be started on Monday's or- 
ders. 

500 Orders Unfilled. 


At 10 o’clock Monday night there 
were over 600 outstanding orders with- 
out any available coal to fill them. All 
the coal on hand was being used to fill 
orders received before these orders had 
been taken, the dealers keeping their 
wagons and trucks busy until all the 
coal in their yards had been delivered. 

From the best information obtain- 
able through the ratlroads and, coal 
companies by Mr. Kennedy and hfe as- 
sistants Monday night, there will be 
25 carloads of coal available early this 
morning. The railroads promised to 
make every effort to have this number 
of cars placed, they do Mr. 
Kennedy stated it would probably be

Prices for Coal. 

P. C. McDuffie, legal adviser of the 
fuel administration, explained that the 
following prices would apply on all 
coal sold by the administration: t 


Three grades of coal will be listed: 
Lump or prepared sizes, $7.75 a ton, 
$4.10 a half ton; run of mine, $7.25 a 
ton, $3.90 a half ton; slack, $6.75 a ton, 
33.60 a half ton. These prices include 
delivery, 50 cents a ton being deducted 
when customer makes his own delivery. 

A number of people complained bit- 
terly Monday over the quality of coal 
they had received, saying that most 
of it was dirt and there were few, if 
any lumps in it. The fuel administra- 
tion and coal dealers said they were 
powerless to improve the quality of the 
coal and that very little lump coal was 
coming to the city, certainly far from 
enough to meet the requirements of the 
public. | 

Just why the mines have stopped 
shipping a proportionate number of 
cars of domestic ¢pal was not made 
apparent, but the fact remains that 
coal of the poorest quality has arrive 
during the last day or two. In dis- 
cussing the matter, E. M. Fisher, who 
planned the new system of taking or- 
ders, described the three grades of 
coal now reaching the city as follows: 

Kinds of Coal. 

“The first is lump coal,” said Mr. 
Fisher. “Lump coal is coal that has 
passed through a screen having a 1%- 
inch mesh. The second grade is run- 
of-mine, and it should be understood 
that the great volume of this is No. 2 
run-of-mine, which is an inferior 
grade, with few lumps. The third 
grade is what is known to the trade as 
nut and slack, but it is safe to say 
there are no ‘nuts’ tn it; it is mostly 
slack and dirt. The quality of the 
coal is not a matter of preference just 
now. Anything in the shape of coal 
that will burn is the best the admin- 
istration can do until a higher grade 
V larger quantity of coal is avail- 
able.“ 

To put a stop to the practice of some 
people in getting two or more orders 
for coal, Newton C. Wing, of the 
library dureau, was appointed to take 
charge of a card index system. There 
will be a card on file for every 
house in the city and these cards 
will show the amount of coal ordered 
by every consumer. As soon as a cus- 
tomer makes application for a supply 
of coal, before his order is booked, 
these cards will be referred to to see 
when he last received a supply. In or- 
der to perfect this plan.Mr. Wing asks 
that a number of young ladies volun- 
teer to help him in this work and report 
this morning at his desk on the third 
floor of the city hall. 

Many Schools Sell Out. 

The schools were kept busy supply- 
ing coal all day Monday. Since Satur- 
day morning over 5,000 families have 
been furnished with 50-pound and 100- 
pound lots of coal from the school 
houses. However, the supply of coal 
on hand at the schools is running low 
and several schools were obliged to 
“go out of business.” The following is 
a complete list of all schools that have 
no more coal to sell: :
